Your dealer can show you that 
Pittsburgh paint does much more than 
just cover a surface or make it clean.

Extensive studies have demonstrated 
that color influences and affects people. 
Its emotional impact is an important 
consideration in planning colors for the 
various rooms in your home. Red, for 
example, is a hue generally associated 
with excitement and danger. Used with 
discrimination, its effect can be ener- 
gizing; but usually it is best to confine 
vivid reds to furnishings and accent 
colors. Bright and cheerful yellow sug- 
gests warmth and sunlight. Blue is a 
cool color that has a calming effect and

accent architectural features by using 
contrasting colors. You can subdue less 
attractive features by painting them 
the same color as their background. 
Inside the house, you can use light 
colors to make small rooms seem more 
spacious, and deeper hues to make large 
rooms seem smaller. By painting one or 
two walls of a square room in a deeper 
value of the color on the other walls, 
you can give the room better visual 
proportions. In many cases, darker colors 
on end walls make rooms appear wider. 

In color selection it must be remem- 
bered that colors usually look stronger 
and brighter on large areas than they 
do on small surfaces. This is a valuable 
rule to know when selecting colors from 
small paint chips, for it helps you avoid 
choosing a color that may be too bright 
for comfort when it covers an entire wall. 
Here the pleasant colors of Pittsburgh 
paints and the experience of your dealer 
can be helpful.

To use the color wheel tojjffetermine practical wall colors 
for every room in your home, prepare a sketch of your floor 
plan. Place the sketch/vithin the wheel, with the north of 
your home facing "N." This orientation will suggest lighter 
or deeper values for each room based on exposure to sunlight. 
Using the color wheel, select warm colors for north rooms 
and cool colors for south rooms. Then, for most pleasing 
results, harmonize the colors of ceiling, draperies, rugs, 
furniture and other important elements with your wall color. 
Remember, with any harmony you choose, neutrals such 
as black, white, grays and browns may be used freely for 
added contrast and interest.

ANALOGOUS 

OR RELATED HARMONY 

Popular today is analogous or related 
harmony, which uses any three colors 
that follow each other in sequence on 
the color wheel. The harmony may 
combine blue, blue-green and green, 
as shown, to make a south room cool 
and refreshing; or you can use green, 
yellow-green and yellow to give a 
north room a sunny warmth. 




BLUE-GREEN 



TRIAD HARMONY 

A triad harmony consists of any three 
colors equally spaced on the color 
wheel. The three primary colors at full 
strength illustrate the use of equi- 
distant colors in triad harmony, and 
the drawing shows how the same 
colors are muted and restrained when 
chosen for a room in your home. 
Triad harmony strikes an attractive 
balance between three colors to achieve 
both unity and variety. When tints of 
the colors are used on large areas, 
vivid accents are appropriate on 
cushions, lampshades and other ac- 
cessories.

RED-ORANGE 



COMPLEMENTARY 

OR OPPOSITE HARMONY 

Complementary harmony utilizes oppo- 
site colors on the wheel to produce dra- 
matic effect. Just as red-orange comes to 
life against the blue-green in the drawing, 
tints of blue-violet can be contrasted 
with pastel yellow-orange, or pink (red 
mixed with a large proportion of white) 
can be used with light green. You can 
employ this method to complement any 
color you like.

This drawing demonstrates a variation of 
the rule of contrast described in comple- 
mentary harmony.

The two violet tones work in 
monochromatic harmony with each other, 
and the bright yellow provides vivid 
contrast.

A good paint job depends upon three things 
— quality paint, the right tools and proper 
preparation of the surfaces to be painted. 
Wash walls from the bottom up, fill cracks 
or breaks with Pittsburgh patching plaster, 
and sand smooth. For fastest, easiest paint- 
ing, lower light fixtures, remove switch 
plates from walls and hardware from doors 
and windows, and spread a drop cloth. 
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To paint wall areas, start 
in a corner at top and brush 
each strip down to the 
baseboard. Keep strips narrow 
so you are always working 
with a wet edge. 



A paint roller may be easier 
for large areas. Start with 
criss-cross strokes and spread 
paint evenly with long, 
parallel strokes. 





Paint door panel edges first, 
then do panels, starting at top. 
Then paint center and rails. 
Flow enamel on with 
as little brushing as possible.

With scraper and wire brush remove 
loose paint and grime. Replace old 
boards, nail down loose siding tightly 
and fill nail holes with putty. 




Scrape away cracked putty around 
window frames. Clean sash and reputty 
frames. Use caulking as needed around 
frames, doors, chimneys and vents. 




Start painting at the top, well above 
ladder so you can reach both ways. 
Don't paint damp surfaces except 
when using PPG Latex House Paint.
